CHURCH PATRONS, &e.. RESPECTING SCRIP- 
TURAL INSTRUCTION IN NATIONAL SCHOOLS. 
We, the undersigned l’atrons, Managers, and Catechists of 
Natiotial Schools in Ireland, members of the Established 
Church, having had our attention frequently directed to the 
misrepresentations which have been made concerning the 
National System of Ed-cation, that children frequenting 
National Schools are precluded from receivmg religious in- 
struction, and being aware of the misapprehensions which 
ciisequently prevail. on the subject, come forward to state 
that in National Schools under our charge, careful religious 
instruction is given to Church children in the Holy Scriptures, 
aud that ample opportunities are afforded by the National 
Board for the same. 

It is true that we do not use these schools as instruments 
of provelytism, that we do not force our religious instruction on 
any children who entertain conscientious objections to receiv- 
ny it; but we afé gludto be able to state that our Church 
children have availed themselves of the Scriptural instruction 
which we give, and that with the best results.

A sTRANGER visiting our city would suppose we had 
lately suffered all the horrorsofa siege. Some ofour 
main thoroughfares are blocked up by formidable 
barricades, or excavated by trenches, rivalling in 
depth and extent the approaches to Sebastopol. An 
army of navvies disembowels the pavement ; stalwart 
blacksmiths whirl enormous sledge-hammers over the 
heads of apprehensive passengers. Unhappy horses 
wade through a sea of sludge and dirt, sending a 
shower of mud around them as they flounder on ina 
puzzling maze. Pedestrians wait, and wait in vain, 
for a momentary cessation of danger, or dart off in 
despair at the imminent risk of being trampled to 
death by quadrupeds, or plunged in a glowing caldron 
of boiling lead, placed conveniently for their recep- 
tion. All is hurry, bustle, outcry, and confusion, 
and despairing shopkeepers, whose customers are 
warned off, ask helplessly, when will these never- 
endin g excavations cease ? 

No one can deny that those who have control over 
our public ways have effected great improvements in 
many of our streets. ‘The new pavement proves to 
be lasting and cleaniy, and, though by no means so 
“smooth” as the Macadamised pavement, is not so 
liable to fall into disrepair. But, while acknowledg- 
ing the services performed by our Corporation, we 
may be allowed to ask why was it that both avenues 
ading from Carlisle Bridge to the heart of the city 
ere broken up at the same time? Could not the 
improvements of Westmoreland-street be completed 
before rooting up the head of D’Olier-street ? More 
than half the traffic of the city passes over Carlisle 
Bridge, and it was most unwise to render both the 
thoroughfares leading from it impassable at the 
same time. 

We must also call attention to the scandalous way 
in which the roads leading into the City are kept. 
The mass of sludge, instead of being swept up and 
carried away, is pushed on both sides of the road to 
inundate the footway. There it is left to “ drain” 
for days, but every cart or earriage which passes 
whirls a portion of the mud into the centre of the 
road, and the work has to be performed over and over 
again. Ifthe weather is rainy, there the mud re- 
mains, like the thick slob of the Liffey, never to dry. 
Should we have a season of hot weather, the mass 
is reduced to impalpable powder, and showers of 
linding dust cover the paSsengers ;.i e the tedious 
operation of carting is carried The roads lead- 
ing into London, where the traffic is fifty times as 
great, are models of cleanliness and neatness. The 
mud is carefully swept up and carried away before 
the traffic commences in the morning. Could not the 
same plan be adopted here? A mass of mud for 
ever lying upon any road is certain to rot it to its 
foundation. Certainly our public thoroughfares were 
not intended to serve as percolating grounds for an 
enormous mass of alluvial deposit. 


The Times on Lord Canning’s Minute on the

Long may we have such work- 
ing men—working men and yet quiet men, men working 
in their places ; men of modesty and self-control, natu- 
rally disciplined, and commanding or obeying as they 
are wanted—for such men are the Palladium ofan 
Empire. 

The Daily News on Central Italy:-- 

Without attaching exaggerated importance to the 
recent language of the Constitutionnel, regarding the an- 
nexation of Lombardy to Piedmont, we cannot but 
express our satisfaction at the decisive tone in which 
the Austrian insinuation has been rebuked-—that in 
such a matter the Emperor of the French might possibly 
be induced to go back from his publicly plighted word. 
For some time the Vienna press has been labouring to 
prove that at Villafranca the cession of Lombardy was 
made conditional upon the re-imposition of the Viceregal 
authorities of Austria in Central Italy ; and even Pari- 
sian journals have been found openly arguing that in ease 
the cashiered dynasties were not restored, that pri- 
mary and fundamental article of the peace might 
possibly, if not probably, be treated as non avenu. It was 
certainly time that suggestions so perilous to its charac- 
ter for good faith should be repudiated on the part of 
the French Government in a way not to be mistaken: 
Napoleon III. cannot be insensible to the moral necessity 
he is under of maintaining that character in his dealings 
with other Powers. As the undisputed victor in the 
civil struggle that ended in the obliteration of all that in 
France questioned his exclusive right to bear rule, he 
possessed the power to narrate the history of the trans- 
action in his own way, and to prohibit the promulgation 
of any other version. But in dealing with foreign 
States, whether friendly or hostile, he has ever shown 
himself conscious of the need of ostensible fidelity (so 
say the least of it) toengagements ; and it is but jus- 
tice to admit that, up to the present date, we have had 
no cause to complain that he has deviated from the 
part of “loyalty” which, as an ally, he has professed 
his ambition to play. In the affairs of Italy he has 
from the outset sought the co-operation of England as 
well as of other Powers; and though co-oper&tion 
by arms has been declined, intimate and confidential 
relations have been uninterruptedly maintained ; and 
our Government has received from time to time ex- 
plicit declarations of what was intended and what 
was not—and equally explicit statements of what had 
been done in certain matters, and what had not been 
and could not be done. As sovereign belligerents the 
two Emperors claimed the right to conclude a sudden 
armistice, without consultation with their allies. But 
on the morrow of its conclusion every neighbour with 
whom they hoped to live on terms of amity naturally 
sought to know its terms; and whatever differences of 
construction and of inference may have arisen as to 
points of detail, no doubt has been suffered to exist with 
regard to the substance of what was agreed on at Villa- 
franca. Europe was duly informed that Austria 
acknowledged and acquiesced in the conquest of 
Lombardy by France, for the sake of preserving 
undisputed her possession of Venetia. Napoleon III. 
disclaimed all territorial aggrandisement for himself, and 
declared, therefore, that he would cede the conquered pro- 
vince to Victor Emmanuel without any ‘stipulation or 
condition. Other articles there were--that amongst thee 
rest which declared the mutual willingness of the two 
Emperors to consent to the return of the Grand Duke 
of Tuscany to his former dominions ; but we have it 
on French semi-official authority that this was not to 
involve an attempt by either of the two Emperors 
to impose the fugitive family by force of arms 
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on the people whom they formerly ruled. To 
unsay all this at the end of three months’ 
negociation, and to try to set up an un- 


expressed and heretofore unheard-of stipulation essen- 
tially at variance with all that has been till now asserted 
by one of the contracting parties aad acquiesced in by 
the other, would be te wreck irreparably all faith in 
both. In the pubfic opinion of Europe there would and 
could be no room for hesitation as to the character of 
such anact. By the very nature of the case the clumsy 
interpolation suggested by Austrian despair would bear 
upon it the most unmistakeable mark of fraudulent after- 
thought. For,as itis truly observed by the writer in the 
Constitutionnel, Lombardy was never said to be a concession 
by the Emperor Francis J osephto his kinsman of Sardinia, 
but was simply and specifically surrendered by treaty 
of peace to Napoleon ILL, who had fairly won it in war, 
and whose victorious troops held it in actual and un- 
contested possession. If Austria, therefore, repents her 
submission to the fortune of war, she must reclaim 
Lombardy from France and Sardinia, and prepare to 
re-conquer her lost dependency. The compact of Villa- 
franca once repudiated, France would be remitted to her 
previous position, with all its menacing incidents. But 
she would likewise be bound by all the ties of inter- 
national honour to make good to her Italian allies that 
which, without their assent, she agreed to accept on their 
behalf asthe minimum of what they were entitled to at 
the close of a successful campaign. 

It would be impossible for Napoleon III. without 
utter self-stultification to abandon the monarch at 
whose call he crossed the Alps, and the nation of 
whom but short six months ago he solemnly pro- 
claimed himself to be the ara liberator. It 
would be equally impossible for him, were he piqued 
or persuaded into such an act of tergiversation and 
timidity, ever again to hope for the respect or con- 
fidence of neighbouring States. For our parts, we 
have never harboured the suspicion of his con-. 
templating an act so suicidal of his influence in 
Europe. Of that influence he is manifestly proud. 
and we have never supposed that he would deliberately 
destroy it, whatever the temporary temptation might 
be. Butin the present instance there is none. The 
Elect of Universal Suffrage may bid France be 
content with the glory of securing the partial 
eman of Italy at the cost of many thousand 
lives and many millions of treasure, but he cannot 
consent to occupy & position in which Francé would 
be able to make it a reproach that all these had been 
sacri ficed in vain.

They represented that they had remained 
to consider these matters, and, if Mr. Bruce 
were to proceed directly to Tien-tsin, they, having to 
travel by land, could not reckon upon arriving there so 
soon. Their journey would occupy two months, and as 
the exchange of the treaties must be effected by their 
hands, it would be better for Mr. Bruce to defer his de- 
rture than be kept waiting at the other place where the 
feat was excessive. They therefore requested him to name 
a day for an interview with him, togo into the discussion 
they wished to open, and appoint some other time tor 
ling. At this period the day fixed for the ex- 
change of the ratifications was drawing near, and Mr. 
Bruce, in fulfilment of his obvious daty, as well as his 
explicit instructions, declared his intention ot proceeding 
to Tien-tsin immediately on his way to Pekin, and 
required the Imperial Government to be informed thereof, 
in order that he might be properly received at the 
former place. The commissioners were reminded that 
they need not occupy two months in journeying by 
land, as there was a steamer in the harbour, bearing the 
Chinese flag, in which they could at once proce ed to Tien- 
tsin. In reply to the suggestion they said they could 
by no means use that mode of conveyance, not hav'ng 
received the Emperor’s commands to do so. They in- 
formed Mr. Bruce that they had sent forward a courier 
to acquaint the authorities at Pekin with his intention of 
proceeding at once, who would reach thecapital in eight 
or nine days at furthest. They also would return to the 
capital post haste, and they desired that on Mr. Bruce's 
arrival at the Peiho he should anchor his vessel of war 
outside the bar, and then, without much baggage and 
with a moderate retinue, proceed to the capital tor the 
exchange of the treaties. i 

The subsequent events have been officially related in 
the despatches sent home by the Admiral. The resto- 
ration and arming of the forts, and the placing of ob- 
stacles at the entrance of the river, were represented, 
as our readers know, by the only people with whom any 
communication could be got upon the spot, to have been 
effected by themselves for their protection from pirates. 
No officer of the Government appeared, and it was said 
there were none in the neighbourhood ; there were no 
soldiers, only militia, and when it was required that the 
obstacles should be removed it was promised that it should 
be done. There was no refusal from the Go- 
vernment to allow the Embassy to pass up the river. 
The authorities kept out of sight, and doubtless if the 
attack made upon Admiral Hope’s vessels when he 
attempted to force the passage at the expiration of the 
time within which he required the obstacles to be re- 
moved, had ended differently, and the Ambassadors had 
been able to proceed up to Tien-tsin, the attempt to stop 
them would have been disavowed, notwithstanding the 
fact of the action having been sustained by a tormidable 
body of Imperial troops. The Government carefully lett 
a loop-hole for this disavowal in case of their failure, 
and their whole conduct is of a piece with that combina- 
tion of craft, cowardice, and stupidity, which has 
characterised their previous intercourse with us. Pekin 
is but twenty-four hours’ distance from the mouth of 
the Peiho, and the Imperial Government had many 
days before this received notice from the commissioners 
at Shanghai, when the Ambassadors would arrive. 
“Tf,” says Mr. Bruce, “in accordance with Kweiliang’s 
memorial, a high officer had been deputed to meet them 
at that place, bearing a friendly invitation from the 
Emperor, and satisfactory assurances as to their recep- 
tion by him, they were quite prepared to have proceeded 
as far as Tien-tsin with only such vessels as were re- 
quired for the accommodation of themselves and their 
suite.” Mr. Bruce adds:—* On considering the tate pro- 
ceedings of the Chinese Government, the persistency of 
Kweiliang and his colleagues in remaining in the south, 
instead of returning to Pekin; the proposal to effect 
the ratifications at Shanghai; the attempts to delay 
their progress to the north by raising fresh discus- 
sions on the treaty; and finally the hostile and 
discourteous reception we have met with here, we were 
forced to conclude that the difficult task lay before us 
of carrying the treaties into full operation, and of ensur- 
ing a reception at Pekin on terms tothe last degree 
mortifying to Chinese arrogance, while the Emperor is 
in the hands of a party averse to concession, and relying 
on their preparations to resist.’’ 

The failure of the attempt to force the passage arose 
from a very pardonable miscalculation of the Chinese 
power of resistance. The enemy was found to bea very 
different one from those our forces had previously en- 
countered. That mistake will not be again repeated, 
and as soon as any other operations that may be deemel 
necessary can be undertaken, we shall have ample 
strength upon the scene of action to give that further 
lesson which one of the Chinese officials quoted in this 
correspondence stated would, in his belief, be necessary 
before the Emperor would be brought to grant that free 
and equal intercourse stipulated for in the treaty. 

The note brought to Mr. Bruce at the last moment, 
when Admiral Hope was about to enter the river, from 
the Governor of Pe-che-lee, and delivered in an offensive 
manner, with studious: indignity, was only another 
subterfuge ; and if Mr. Bruce had listened to the pro- 
position made therein, he would have acted contrary to 
his instructions, and would have lost sight of the object 
of his mission. If Mr. Bruce would wait forthe with- 
drawal of the troops quartered at Pee tang-ho (an inlet 
some ten miles north ofthe Peiho), the Governor offered 
to come in a vessel to convey him to the landing place, 
from which he shouldbe tonducted to Pekin ly land. 
Now Mr. Bruce was very properly ordered by Lord 
Malmesbury to proceed up to Tién-tsin in a vessel of war, 
tomake it apparent that he came as the representative of 
hisGovernment. We know by what has befalien the 
American Minister inwhat manner our mission would 
have been received had Mr. Bruce listened to this pro- 
position, and foregone the right of using the river as the 
natural approach to the capital, and of proceeding up to 
Tien-tsin under the protection of his own flag. They 
would have been taken to Pekin, as Mr. Ward and his 
suite were, in such a manner as tu be deprived of all com- 
munication with the people on the way, and after being 
smuggled into the city, would have been treated as pri- 
soners, and made to wait the pleasure of the Chinese 
authorities, whilst they devi a mode of reception 
that should give the mission in the sight of the populace 
the only character in which they have hitherto conde- 
scended to recognise foreign missions, that of bearers of 
tribute or homage. The right to free and equal inter- 
course conferred by the treaty would have been utterly 
abandoned by such a course. Mr. Ward had probably 
no choice but to proceed in any way he could to 
Pekin, after our failure at the mouth of the Peitho. 
The American treaty is much less favourable than 
ours, and does not concede the right of sending a 
mission to Pekin, much less of having a resident 
Minister there. But under the “{avoured nation” 
clause, the Americans would have had that right with 
ourselves, from the time of the reception of our embassy. 
Mr. Ward, therefore, co-operated with Mr. Bruce and 
M. de Bourboulon up to the period when they abandoned 
for the present the attempt to reach Pekin ; and it was 
only then that he consented to take the land passage 
that was given him after various delays and with 
circumstances of great indignity. 

The case of the pro-Chinese apologists amongst us, 
who have been very ingenious in suggesting matter of 
justification, or at least of extenuation, for their 
proteges, is not by any means assisted by the facts 
disclosed in these important papers. whole 
conduct of the Chinese authorities in the matter is 
unparalleled in bad faitn amongst any other people, and 
must be met with the retribution it justly calls for.

“Sik,---As it has been considered desirable by influ- 
ential members of the Established Church that some 
means should be taken to remove the doubts which 
have been expressed respecting the facilities for religious 
instruction enjoyed under the National Board, we take 
the liberty of sending to you,as patron of 
school, a copy of the enclosed paper. If you approve of 
it, we would be much obliged by your signing it, and 
returning it to us at your earliest convenience.---Your

C. SMYTHE, WiLLiAM ANDERSON, Secretaries, pro tem. :-- 
“We, the undersigned patrons and catechists of 
National Schools in Ireland, members of the Established 
Church, having had our attention frequently directed to 
the misrepresentations which have been made concern- 
ing the National System of Education, that children 
frequenting National Schools are precluded from re- 
ceiving religious instruction, and being aware of the 
misapprehensions which consequently prevail on the 
subject, come forward to state that, in National Schools 
under our charge, careful religious instruction is given 
to Church children in the Holy Scriptures, and that 
ample opportunities are afforded by the National Board 
for the same. 
“It is true that we do not use these schools as instru- 
ments of proselytism, that we do not force our religious 
instruction on any children who entertain conscientious 
objections to receiving it ; but we are glad to be able to 
state that our Church children have availed themselves 
of the Scriptural instructions which we give, and that 
with the best results.

ANOTHER IRISH TRANSATLANTIC STATION. 
We have reason to believe that an arrangement has 
been concluded by which a second station for Transat- 
lantic postal communication is to be established in Ire- 
land—-at least for the present. The Cunard steamships 
are to call at Cork on their voyages out and home. 
This arrangement is satisfactory so faras it is to be taken 
as a concession of the right of Ireland and of the United 
Kingdom to the advantages of a port of departure 
more to the westwardthan any point of the coast of 
Great Britain. We cannot, nevertheless, banish from our 
minds a suspicion that this partie] admission of Cork 
into the circle of English interests is intended rather to 
damage the Galway project than to promote the perma- 
ment establtshment of an Irish Transatlantic station. 
We hope that it may not ay me to work towards 

such end, and that the device of calling at Cork 

not be productive either of jealousy or slackness among 
the promoters of the more national undertaking. The 
Galway line ought to get a fair trial, and, we add, 
that it seems tous to be as much the interest of Cork 
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to pass through, but a break down now will go far to 
render one impossible hereafter.

From what I now see, I 
think I may venture further and state at once that it is 
more than probable the Great Eastern will not leave 
England this winter. This may, and most likely 
will, disappoint and chill the enthusiasm on the other 
side of the water, but American fervour bears keeping 
for a long time, and perhaps the reception of the “ Big 
Ship” will be all the more striking from the fact of its 
arrival being delayed till the spring. At Holyhead she 
will remain, it is supposed, till the end of the present 
month. What the next step will be is matter for con- 
jecture, though Southampton offers such facilities for 
fitting ont the ship completely that it is almost cer- 
tain that that will be the port chosen for her winter 

uarters. 

On Thursday afternoon and yesterday morning the 
steam machinery for assisting in working round the 
capstan was tested by Mr. Scott Russell. The result 
was not satisfactory, and after getting in one or two 
fathoms of the cable the machinery came to a dead stand. 
The new tackle for steering (not Mr. Lungley’s steering 
apparatus) was also tried, and with additional purchase 
seemed at last to work well. This morning it has been 
tested and retested to the utmost that can be eflected 
while the vessel is at her moorings. Two men are 
able to get the helm over from hard a-port to hard 
a-starboard in 28 seconds. What time it will take, 
or how many men it will require when the screw is 
going full speed, and the vessel slipping through the 
water at 15 or 16 knots an hour,it is hard to say. 
The programme of the trial trip is briefly as folows : 
During this afternoon and to-night the vessel under 
easy steam will keep down Channel, though in sight 
of land till all the machinery is in good working 
order. To-morrow, soon after 10, steam will be shut 
off from the paddle engines, and for four hours the 
Great Eastern will be driven by the screw only. 
During this time the pressure, vacuum, number of re- 
volutions, and amount of coal eonsumed will be care- 
fully registered, with the speed of the ship, both by 
hand and patent logs. When as much is known as can 
be ascertained in a four hours’ run, steam will be shut 
off in the screw engines, and the paddle will be tested 
for the same time in the same inanner. Mr. Blake 
and Mr. Langdon, of the firm of Iiviton and Watt, go 
in sole charge ot the screw engines. Mr. Scott Russell 
and his assistants are solely in charge of the paddles. 
The former gentlemen are confident that they can easily 
obtain from 40 to 44 revolutions of the screw engines 
while driving the ship alone. The latter is willing to 
try going as near to the 14 revolutions of the paddles as 
can be accomplished; 12 or 14 revolutions could easily 
be obtained from the paddle engines while the paddle 
wheels themselves are in their present condition, as 
Mr. Scott Russell’s assistants have reefed the fioats no 
less than 2} feet. Every engineer will understand at 
once what the effect cf this will be. Reefing the floats 
means putting the floats or boards on the wheels that 
propel the vessel so much nearer to the centre of 
the paddle wheel as virtually to reduce its diameter. 
By reefing all the floats of the Great Eastern 2} 
feet, the diameter of the wheel is now reduced from 
53 to 48 feet. At present only four of the floats are in 
the water at the same time, and these have so little im- 
mersion as to be virtually useless in propelling the ship. 
Under these circumstances, 12 or even 14 revolutions 
may be got out of the paddle engines easily, but the guin 
in the speed of the ship will be almost ni/. It will, how- 
ever, make a most important difference as regards testing | 
the engines for speed and strength. Both engines are 
to be tested to the very utmost at which they can be | 
pushed with safety, for the directors are determined if, 
a break down is to occur to have it, and remedy it before | 
the vessel goes to sea on herregular voyages. In the |

ATHY FAIR, 

(FROM OUR OWN CORKESPONDENT.) 
10th October, 1859. 
Our fair, held here this day,was a very /arge one. 
‘That celebrated individual, “ the oldest inhabitant,’ never 
‘beheld a larger attendance of sheep---seldom so large, 
| However, prices were not nearly so high as seemed to 
ihave been expected, and consequently a good many re- 
‘mained unsold. The supply of cattle was very fhir, 
‘though by no means as numerous as the sheep. In the 
‘early part of the morning, everything was very dull. 
There were, apparently, very few buyers, and even these 
held off until the arrival of the train from Dublin, when 
| business began, and a good many lots chanucd 
| owners ; but,asI havealready said, very many were drivin 
home unsold, as it was considered the prices offered were 
not so high as might have been reasonably expccted ; 
and the owners preferred to hold them over until the 
fairs of Naas aud Newbridge, which are looked upon 
as good selling fairs, and are to be held in a very few 
days— Naas, on the 20th of this month, and Newbridy: 
on the Ist of November. There were not many 
really fat cattle; such as offered, and were fit 
for the butcher, went as high as. 58s. per cwt., 
which was about the top price. Inferior quality 
sold from 46s. upwards. Some fine 3 year old 
bullocks were driven away unsold ; others brought from 
12 guineas to 14 pounds; 2 years old sold at from £6 
10s. to £9 10s. ; good yearlings went er: from £4 to £5 
lus. ; some inferior qualities sold as low as £3; milch 
cows were cheap, selling at prices ranging from £6 to 
£15, for superior quality. The sheep fair was very 
large ; this, doubtless, was owing to the numbers re- 
turning from Ballinasloe. The best wedders we saw sold 
went at 44s. each ; store ewes and hoggets were from 
25s. to £2; lambs were from £1 to £1 is. 

The fair for fat pigs, which was held on Saturday, 
was down in the priccs obtained nearly five shillings por 
Stores sold to-day were also lower in price, but 
bonhams still continue to be sought, and consequentis 
bring high prices—from 12 to 18 shillings being given 
for very small ones. 
The horse fair was large, andanything good or fit to 
follow the hounds sold well. Farm horses were some- 
what more sought after than they have been lately, but 
Altogether, however, the expec- 
tution secms to be, that prices will not be worse, but 
rather are likely to improve.

else—whose is the fanit? Is it not less their own fault 
than the fault of the military and bellicose education 
that they receive? ‘The Government reaps what it has 
suwn, and when it is the Government that shoukl be 
censured, it is liberty they accuse ~—as children frightcned 
in the dark invent a phantom to excuse their fear. 
What is the consequence of the regime under which the 
press is placed in France’ Devs it prevent the English 
yournals from every morning calling the French Go- 
verninent to the bar of public opinion ? Does it shelter the 
Emperor Napoleon Ul. from the sallies of British 
humour? Does it prevent the German journals from 
rivalling the violence and cpurgy of English newspapers ? 
Docsit prevent the circulation abroad of books inter- 
dicted in France ? This mterdéction, far from injuring, 
is a benefit to them, for they circulate without refutation, 
and sow without eyntradictors, exaggerated statements, 
frrore, and ceLamny. Thus, the moment we go out of 
France We are astounded at seeing with what obstinate 
credulity are accepted abroad the most evident exagge- 
ratio’, the most improbable versions as to the terror and 
OLpreesion suppesed to reign at home. The exaggera- 
tien woes so far that the sentiment which a Frenchman 
inspires abroad is that of the most humiliating compassion, 
and if they endeavour to decline it by stating the real 
truth, the foreigner imagines that it is natural pride 
and not truth, they are exposing. In vain that the 
Moniteur Universel seizes every opportunity of repeating 
that the French journals are not subject to any censure 
préalable; it is not believed there, and what they do 
believe is that if these reiterated assertions of the 
Moniteur Universel are not contradicted, it is precisely 
because there is a censure which prevents it. It cannot 
be indifferent to the Emperor Napoleon IJ. that a si- 


milar opinion should get root abroad, for 
there was a day—we have sen it—in 1814, 
when opinions abroad reactell on those at 
nome. ‘The proof that the Emperor Napoleon III .un- 


derstands this is, that his Government strives to combat 
that opinion ; if it has not succeeded, it is that liberty is 
proved only by liberty, as movement shows its elf in 
movement, as evidence is manifest but by evidence. . It 
is not sufficient to declare that a certain liberty exists 
in France. ‘To restore fiberty at home is the only means 
of establishing its existence abroad. Attacked as he has 
been, attacked as he still is, by the foreign press, the Em- 
peror Napoleop II. cannot but gain by the restoration 
of liberty, ard the re-establishment of the truth.” 


AUSTRIA. 

The Archdukes Maximilian and the Archduchess 
Charlotte have arrived at Vienna from Trieste. 

A Vienna letter says :-—“ It may be remembered 
that during the late war, when the treasury was exhaus- 
ted and alogether unable to supply the urgent wants of 
the array, the Emperor Francis Joseph was compelled 
fo make an appeal tothe tax-payers, and accordingly 
decreed, on the 13th of May, avery considerable in- 
frease onjall the direct taxes throughout the empire ; but 
that augmentation was to be limited to the duration of 
the war in Italy. It was therefore expected that, after 
the peace of Villafranca, the taxes would be reduce’ to 
their normal state. That hope, it now appeats, will not 
be realised, for a new decree hea Just appeared, prolong- 
lug the increasedfrate of direct taxes to the Ist Novem- 
ber, 1860. ‘The additional burden thus imposed on the 
tax-payers amounts to one half on the land-tax, one 
sixth on the other dirert taxes generally, and one fifth on 
the income-tax ; las*jy, it is directed that one fifth shall 


be deducted from, the half-yearly payments of the in- 
terest of the Dutional debt.” 


THE MURDER OF COUNT ANVITL 

The dreadful murder of Count Anviti by the populace 
sf Parma is remarked on by several of the Paris journals, 
umd, as was to be expected, in terms of the strongest re- 
prehension. In fact, when the account sent by the telc- 
graph is read, the imagination, after the first feeling of 
horror, goes back almost instinctively to the barbarities 
of the middie ages, when revenge was looked on as an 
act of vittue. The Debts expresses itself on the sub- 
ject in these terms :--- 

“ Nothing can be more fatal to the cause of Italian in- 
depende nee than popular excesses staining it with blood, 
end depriving it of the sympathies of Kurope. It is in- 
cymbent on the men whom the course of events has 
placed at the head ofthe Italian populations, and who 
ure DOW invested with dictatorial power, to prevent all 
such atrocities, or they will inevitably be held ac- 
countable for them.” 

The Siecle uses the following language:— 


“We deeply deplore the fearful erime committed at 
Parma, and we regret that the authorities could not in- 
terfere jn time to prevent this outburst of detestable 
passions. “The changes effected in Italy have hitherto 
been unaccompanied by any deeds of violence-—were 
stained by no excesses. Why has such a fact come to 
tadden the hearts of all the friends of right and liberty 
“Just ut the moment when the holy cause of indepen- 
dence is about to triumph? The enemies of the na- 
tonal cause will not fuil to take advantage of the mur- 
der of the unfortunate Count Anviti, but we hope they 
will not venture to accuse the réspectable population 
of the duchy of complicity in the crime ef a few mad- 
men,” 

The Union makes the following remark — 

“ What strikes us most in the account transmitted is 
not the fury of the populace, who attack 2 man disarmed 
und imprisoned—overwhelm him with insults and blows 
—tie a cord to his wrists, and drag him through the 
streets, and, not satisfted with all these excesses, cut off 
his head, and carry the bleeding trophy about in 
triumph. No; it is the circumstances in their aggre- 
gate, which, so fur as our present information goes, 
vstablish the complicity é; the authorities. Look at 
the arrest of Count Anviti; why washe arrested? He

GREAT FIRE AT NOVA SCOTIA.—HALF A 
MILLION’S WORTH OF PROPERTY DESTROYED. 
The following is an extract froma private letter, 
dated September 22, 1859, and has reference to the great 
fire which took place at Halifax :— 

& On the evening of September 9, a fearful fire broke 
out in Halifax, near Upper Granville-street. ‘The origin 
is scarcely known, but tie fire spread rapidly, and the 
night fortunately being a calm one, or nearly so, the fire 
was got under &fter seven hours’ tedious exertions. 
Sixty-two houses (mostly mercantile) were destroyed, 
and the damage is estimated at about £500,000. 
Detachments from the 62nd and 63rd Regiments 


were despatched to the scene of destruction, as 
well as men from her Majesty's ships Indus 
and Gibraltor, Whose combined services greatly 


assisted the ijire brigade in their dangerous work. The 
Gladiators were foremostin everything, led at first 
by Lieutenant W. Clark, and eventually by Commander 
H. D. Hickley, and stood their ground against the fire 
as British sailorsonly can. On first landing, Lieutenant 
Clark said to his men, ‘ Now, my lads, is the time to 
show yourselves off. ‘ Now is the time to show what 
you’re made of. Stick close together, and follow me 
smartly.’ Apd away they went right up tothe thickest | 
of the fire. Whilst removing an eneine, an odd circum- | 
stance happened: A young and rather prepossessing 
lady rushed up to Licutenant Clark, and said ‘Qh, sir, 
pray do me á favour.’ ‘Of course I will,’ was the 
gallant sailor's reply. ‘ Anything within the bounds of 
reason. What do you want 7” ‘Ihave a beautiful muslin 
gown in the third floor of this house. Will you save it for 
me?’ The sailei’s reply was, ‘I’m here to save life, not 
muslin.’ in the course of the night a hose attached to 

an engine got jammed against the ridge roofing of a 
house, and a question arose as to whether it could be 
cleared, as the heat around was fearful. ‘Give me a 
ladder,’ cried Clarks ‘oniy give me a ladder, and I'll 
clear it for you in a second myselt.” Fortunately, the 
hose was cleared without the assistance of the ladder, 
which was planted too late, and the adjoining houses 
catching fire rendered it a,dangerous proceeding even 

to shift the ladder, which Lieut, Clark instantly desired 

his men to undertake, and they were only recalled by 
the captain, who arrived at thespot that moment. The 
seamen and sappers had @ house to pull down, and a ser- 

geant mounted the ladder and threw the grapnel; but 
Clark was not tobe done. He watched till the grapnel was 

hooked, and then arranging his men befure the Sappers, he 
placed himself close to the fire, and gave the order, 
‘One—two—three—down house,’ and down it came by 
therun. He also volunteered to assist in saving the 
sacramental vessels from a church just opposite a heavy 
fire, between which he placed himself and men, and 
being joined by a party of the Suppers, they succeeded 
in saving the church. As to Lieutenant Clark, the men 
swear by him , they would do anything for him or with 
him, and he is a general favourite with all who know 
him, from his frank, gentlemanly, straightforward con- 
duct. Ninety hours afterwards the smouldering embers 
were still on fire, and required parties to keep on the 
alert to quench them with water. A large portion of 
the town is burned down, but fortunately only two lives 
were lost, although many received severe injuries.— 
Observer. 

“It is stated,” says the Patrie, that a special corps 
is to be shortly formed for an expedition to China.

gard to the important work in which they were engaged, 
and the great necessity for increasing theif missionary 
labours.

he was happily converted by reading the Bible, although 
he was songht to be prevented by his priest, who told 
him the Bible was the worst book inthe world. The 
rev. gentleman mentioned many other instances of con- 

version from the Church of Rome, which, he said, was 
mainly owing to the good effect of missionary training, 
andthe broad and expansive working of missionary 

societies. 

Rev. Mr. Dallas, iu addressing the meeting, said it was 
quite intpossible that any feeling could there exist but 
ohe of great encouragement and sympathy in the good 
work in which they were engaged, and he hoped to be 
able to say a few words to stimulate and increase that 
earnest feeling which ought to be felt by all who knew 
the truth and sympathised with those who knew it not. 
He believed, notwith*tanding many opinions to the 
contrary, that controversy had a mosg beneficial effect in 
Ireland. However it arose, people entertained the 

strangest notions as to the effect of controversy. They 
seemed to associate with it the notion of anger and ex- 
citement. However, nothing could be more contrary to the 
truth. He did not think there was anything 
more uncharitable than the withdrawal of essential 
truth from those who fancied they had it, but 
had it not, and therefore lived in imminent danger. Con- 
troversy he believed to be the very spirit of the Bible. 
God’s controversy with His people of old was registered 
in the Old Testament—His contreversy with the chil- 
dren of men who lay in darkness and the shadow of 
death. It was the great subject of the New Testament. 
God’s controversy against sin, and error, and dark- 
ness, and everything which kept man from Hin. 

Controversy was peculiarly adapted to the Irish 
mind, in which there was a great deal of acute- 
ness. Englishmen who visited Ireland invariably 
went back impressed with the idea of the acute- 
ness of the Irish mind. The great change that had 
taken place in the Irish character and tone within the 
last few years was in a great measure owing to contro- 
versy, so far as religion wasconcerned. He believed the 
tone assumed by Irish Church Missionaries had 
a great effect in producing many of the happy 
results at present perceptible. At the end 
of ten years of the existence of the Irish. 
Church Missions, he could testify that their success and 
beneficial working was most satisfactory. When he spoke 
of ten years of the existence of the Irish Church 
Missions, he did not mean to convey it was only ten 
years in existence, but it was ten years since the ship 
was regularly launched. Withinthe last few weeks the 
bishop of Winchester, whose chaplain he happened to 
be, agreed to come over here, to see the effect of the 
working of the Irish Church Missions. He brought 
with him some members of his family, 
and he (the Rev. Mr. Dallas) travelled with them, and 
took them to different parts of the country. They visi- 
ted Galway and Connemara, where the bishop attended 
service in one of the new churches erected there. 
When service was over, he stated he could not have 
conceived anything so extraordinary as the effect of 
the mission on the people of that district. In one dis- 
trict in Connamara, there were 192 converts attending 
service, where from time immemorial there was not a soul 
who worshipped according to the service of the Church 
of England. He had ministered in many congregations 
of original Protestants in Engiand, and in Ireland too, 
and he could say, with all seriousness and propriety, 
there was a great contrast in the zeal and devotion 
shown by them, with the zeal and devotion evinced by 
those poor converts who had been brought out of dark- 
ness and error. The reverend speaker then pro- 
ceeded to review the persecutions to which 
the missionaries had been subjected in Kil- 
liney, and the great good which they ultimately 
achieved there through their zeal and forbearance. 
There was one instance which occurred worthy of their 
sympathies. It was the case of a person who had 
organised for himself secret religious meetings, which 
most of his neighbours attended, for the purpose of 
having the Bible read to them, and explained. At 
length, after some time he went to America, but pre- 
vious to his departure, his last advice to his friends, who 
had collected round him to bid him farewell, was, never 
to give up the Word of God, but to make it their com- 
panion always. But while great and powerful opposi- 
tion was shown them in Killiney and other places, the 
hand of God was plainly visible elsewhere.

His chairmen have been men of mark 
everywhere-—Lord Ebury, Lord Shaftesbury, the 
Attorney-General, the Dean of Carlisle, Doctor Guthrie, 
with a long and most distinguistied list of members of 
Parliatnent, rectors, and gentlemen celebrated for their 
philanthropy, haviog presided over his audiences in 
different parts of the country. The Times recently 
spoke of Mr. Gough in the following terms:—* Amid 
the various attractions of London, at this particular 
season of the year, Exeter-hall has its special votaries 
and admirers. With the religious world, the fame of 
its meetings has long been acknowledged, and diffused 
throughout all countries. Every movement in that 
direction is not only duly chronicled in the annals of 
each religious society, but seems in their opinich 
to ensure for them some additional evidence of the 
growing faith in popular demonstration. Last night, in 
furtherance of the cause of Temperance, there was an 
assemblage of about two thousand persons of both 
sexes, to all appearance deeply interested in the advo- 
cacy of this principle.

views. That many of Mr. Gough’s arguments are ex- 
tremely appropriate noone who has ever heard him can 
do otherwise than admit, and with an ease and 
facility of expression, coupled with . earnestness of 
manner aud real devotion to his cause, his advocacy is 
perfect. The rounds of applause which very frequently 
greeted him from so large an assemblage, must heve 
shown him most effectually the popularity of this sub- 
ject in his hands. The disuse and total abolition of al- 
eoholie drinks is the object at which he aims; but popu- 
lar as may be his own efforts, a sudden change, such as 
he desires, is not likely to be very readily aecomplished. 
A vast amount of good has, however,'been effected by the 
League, of which Mr. Gough is the chief spokesman, and 
no human effort to impart a better tone of character to 
society at large should be impugned. Doubtless few, 
by comparison, in this vast assemblage have signed the 
pledge witli an itrevocabile deterinination to abide by it; 
but we are fully assured that no one could have heard Mf. 
Gough’s interesting and instructive lecture without 
great pleasnre, and though not prepared to act on his 
suggestions, be certainly unwilling, if not unable, to con- 
tradict the sincerity of his motives.”

to show that token of respect to that mighty man by 
whom they had been addressed. (Cheers.) But as they 
had been so good as to thank him, he, in return, begged 
leave in the name of that great audience, and in the 
name of the millions who had listened in this, and in 
another country, to such powerful words, to tender to 
Mr. Gough a united vote of thanks for the intelligence, 
the sincerity, the zeal, the eloquence, and the energy 
with which he had devoted himself to the great cause of 
temperance; by so doing he had_conferred a great obli- 
gation on the whole civilised world.”—Cork Herald. 


WRECK OF THE ADMELLA. 

The chief, almost indeed the only social event of the 
month is the wreck of the steamer Admella, on her 
way from Adelaide to Melbourne. The eventis so re- 
cent that the full particulars have not yet been obtained; 
but as the following statement is well Crawn up, we 
avail ourselves of an extract :— 

“Sixteen miles to the Westward of Cape Northum- 
berland, near the division line between the colonies of 
Victoria and South Australia, but within the latter, 
there is a reef of rocks upon which more than one 
wreck has already occurred. There isa lighthouse on 
Cape Northumberland, which should be kept open by 
vessels sailing along the coast. When a vessel is 
within the line of danger, the light is not visible. These 
preliminary statements are required before we proceed 
to give the detailed particulars of a wreck unparalleled 
within our recollection for the heartrending cireum- 
stance with which it has been surrounded. All the 
facts of which we are in possession have come to us in 
successive telegrams from the coast in the neighbour- 
hood of the wreck. These messages have extended 
over a period of seven “days, during which time the 
public mind throughout the whole of the districts reached 
by the telegraph has been kept in a state of painful ex- 
citement, and the relatives of the passengersin the 
most painful suspense. 

“ The Admella was a fine steamer of 300-horse power 
the faveurite vessel of the line, and has been continually 
plying between Melbourne and Adelaide for nearly 
three years. She started, on her last voyage from

Orricers IN Troust¥.—At the Belfast Pol ice Court 
on Friday, John Burtgn, Ensign 63rd Regiment, and 
Augustus Barton, Lieut. 26th Regiment, were charged 
by Constable Richard Christian with knocking at the 
door of the Shakspere} Hotel without lawful excuse ; 
also with assault. Bartdn was also charged with assault- 
ing a gentleman named|Woods, and Woods was charged 
with using abusive language to Barton. Mr. Seeds pro- 
secuted, and Mr. Sheals defended the prisoners. Con- 
stable Christian examined—I was on duty last night in 
Castle-lane ; I saw these two parties charged knocking 
at Mr. Gray’s hotel door about half-past eieven o’clock; 
they were knocking very loud with their sticks; I 
cautioned them frequently to stop, but they continued 
till they roused the inhabitants of the adjoining houses; 
the people in the hotel told them four or five times 


that they could not} get in; the prisoners told 
them -they would ngt leave, and I told them 
they must, for they would not be allowed to 
create so nitich disturbance; a Mr. Woods, with 


two or three others,was coming up the other side of the 
sirect at the time; on¢ of the party shouted out to the 
officers that it was too ‘late, and they would not be ad- 
mitted; Barton shoutdd out, “It is none of your busi- 
ness;’ one of the other men said, “ We must protect 
the constable,” and told them to go away; they did not 
go away, but turned round and shouted something, to 
which one of the party (Mr. Woods, 1 think) shouted 
“Goto —-;” Barton then rushed at him and struck 
him on the breast; I then arrested him, when he cauglit 
me by the throat, and the other prisoner by the arm, to 
pull me away; it was on my account that 5Mr. 
Woods was brought into the row. To Mr. Sheak— 
They did not tell me that they had ordered a supper, 
and were knocking to get in for it; I told them several 
times that they would not be allowed to knock; I 
could not swear that it was Mr. Woods who told 
them to “Go to ——,” but Barton immediately ran for- 
ward and struck Mr. Woods. Wm. John Woods exa- 
mined—I was coming down Castle-lane last night with 
two friends ; we heard a great noise, and on coming for- 
ward, saw the prisoners in discussion with the constable, 
and violently knocking at the door; I spoke out, “ You 
cannot get in there—it is past the hour ;” Barton told me 
I was a “low scoundrel,” and an “ infernal blackguard,” 
and he would very quickly send me about my business ; 
I then said to him in reply, “ The police must be pro- 
tected ; I did also say, * You may go to ;” he then 
came up and gave me a severe blow on the chest. 
To Mr. Sheals—I am a commercial traveller; I 
did not know at the time that they were officers ; 
it was a very violent blow I got. Samuel Henry 
Shane examined—Saw the occurrence as Mr. Woods de- 
scribed ; heard one of the officers shout to Mr. Woods, 
“ By G——,, if you don’t go out of that, 1’ll make you ;” 
it was then that Mr. Woods said, Go to ——.” Mr. 
Lyons—In the case of Constable Christian against 
Burton, we fine the defendant 40s. 
fourteen days in gaol. 
against Barton, we also fine defendant 40s. and costs. 
In the case of Woods against Barton, the bench thought 
Mr. Woods went out of his way in interfering with 
the distinct duty of the police. Had he been assaulted 
as described without provocation, the bench would have 
inflicted a very heavy punishment ; but, as Barton had 
received provocation for the assault, he would be merely 
fined in 20s. and costs. “The case of Barton against 
Woods was not proceeded with.
